birthday anniversary. The parliament 
which wax in session for the first time. 
In four years, gave us a fine banquet 
in the capitol building the second night 
we were in Brussels and the next night 
the king'* cabinet banquetted us also. 
Many of the Belgians s|>eak some Eng- 
lish and now touch it in their public 
schools.

Our people at home have been generally1 
sending their cast-off clothing and con- 
tributing so liberally of their money1 
for food that I was anxious to see what 
was really being done with it. I saw" 
u couple hundred large bales yet un< 
opened and fully 300 people at work' 
sorting, repairing and getting ready for 
distribution every conceivable article) 
of apparel ever worn by a human being, 
destitute and glad to accept anything 
that would cover their nakedness. We 
visited the food depots where food la 
prepared and distributed daily in thet 
poor districts. 
At one time in Brussels' 


about 150,000 people daily 
got 
their 


food rations but now only about 10,000 
are being fed in this city. 


"Some of the atrocities of the Ger- 


man army I am satisfied 
were 
too 


highly colored but there is enough of| 
the bald, indisputable facts to forever 
curse the Prussian hordes. 
We ran* 


out to Charlevoi about 50 miles from! 
Brussels. 
I 


"We drove next to Dinant where the; 


German soldiers in August, 1914. mas- 
sacred G47 civilians in a single day, de- 
stroyed the town and either shipped to 
(.ermany or placed in prison 
nearly 


every one of 
the 
7,800 
inhabitants. 


Mind you there was no fighting here 
as the Belgians made no resistance. 


"I talked to one woman about 70 


years old, who showed where her hus-* 
b'nid and her twelve children and grand- 
children were all shot and killed, some 
within the house, others just outside. 
She was the only survivor. When of- 
fered a few coins with tears streaming 
down her cheeks she proudly shook her 
head and declined to accept. I saw chil-: 
dren with legs and arms shot off but in' 
fairness to the Germans 1 never saw; 
a child whose hands had been cut off 
and believe there were but few cases of, 
this kind. 
! 


"Our 
guide was Captain Blont, who 


is an attache of the American Legation, 
at Brussels with Brand Whitlock, our 
ambassador, and who, by the way, is 
greatly admired and loved by all'Eel-j 
glans and who was most gracious to ; 
our parly. Captain Blount was in Lou- ' 
vain on the day of the massacre and ' 
burning of the city and was an eyewit- 
ness, so that vur information is 'indis- 
putable. 
! 


"Cardinal Mercier of Belgium, who' 


lives at Malinex, which has long been 
the home of Belgium's cardinal, sent us 
an invitation to dine with him and 
proved to be a charming host. This city 
of 60,000 was not destroyed although, 
shelled 
considerably. The 
cardinal's, 


home did not escape and in the dining* t 
room where we sat down to a fine re-1 
past, a great hole was made in the roof, j 
The chamber in which the cardinal was 
sleeping was also badly damaged. The: 
cardinal is a benevolent, sweet-faced,! 
mild-mannered 
kindly 
man, and is 


greatly loved by his people. Belgium! 
and France are almost wholly Catholic. I 
The cardinal in his address of welcome' 
announced his intention 
to come to' 


America neit October for the purpose' 
of thanking our people for the splendid 
relief given his suffering people. 


The Germans while occupying Bel- 


gium did a pretty good job of looting. 
Nearly all of the magnificent English 
walnut trees were cut down and the logs 
shipped to Germany to be used in the 
manufacture of furniture. 
A fine old! 


walnut in the cardinal's garden was cut 
down, to his great regret. 


Our stay in Ghent and Antwerp was 


brief. One of the most enjoyable sights 
of our entire trip was spent in Bruges. 
I slept in a room Tennyson often slept 
in. 
The old hotel built 300 yean ago, 


is a dream of quiet comfort and ele- 
gance. 
It was here that Tennyson! 


wrote that beautiful poem. "The Bel- j 
frey of Bruges." 
The old belfry still | 
stands only a block away and the sweet 
chimes which so charmed Tennyson i«ent 
me to sleep and woke me rarly in the 
morning.
